Dies At St. Mary's Hospital Yesterday 


As Result of Knife Wounds—Thought 
to Have Been Insane. 


Peter Halverson, the 
Seventh 
ward 


politician, who cut his wrists and throat 


,h a razor on Friday night, at his 
up, corner of Knglish and North Main 


«treet with suicidal intent, died at the 
:>t. Mary's hospitcl on Sunday morning 
nt 7:30 o'clock. 


At the time of the act Mr. Halverson 


was in nil probability insane. 
He had 


rend his Bible a great deal during the 
last ycar-and labored unrler the impres- 
sion that he hnd committed sin 
and 


crime nnd ought to make a confession 


1 called at the jail and asked to bo 


locked up, nfter talking to n minister 
and then tried to find the district at- 
torney. 


Mr. Halverson wns 43 years of nge, a 


widower nnd had lived in Racine most of 
his life, being employed at the, brick 
yards and in other capacities. For years 
he was considered quite a power in the 
local polities'of the Seventh ward. 


There survives him four children. Cor- 


oner Jonas Hoyle took charge of the re- 
mains. 
After making an investigation 


and consulting the district attorney he 
considered that an inquest waS not nee 
essftry, 


Mr. Ualvcraou wns a member of the 


Modern Woodmen, of the Wergeland so- 
ciety nnd president of the Brickmakers' 
union. The funeral will take place front' 
his late home, 400 English street, at 2 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 


Miraculous indeed 
was the 
escape 


from instant death of J. C. Jorgenson, 
with his wife and two children, at the 
Sixteenth streot crossing of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railway crossing, on 
Saturday evening, when their carriage 
was struck by the fast 8 o'clock south 
>ound passenger train, 
hurled 
thirty 


feet, and badly wrecked, also breaking 
the leg of the horse which had to be 
killed iind injuring Mr. Jorgenson, about 
the body and slightly internally. 


Mr. Jorgenson is a blacksmith of Ra- 


cine-Junction and resides at 144t> Pack- 
ard avenue. 
Owning a. handsome and 


fast horse and carriage, it is his cus- 
tom to take his wife-and children out 
for a ride every evening when the weath- 
er is pleasant. 


Hit by the Train. 


Saturday evening-Mr. Jorgenson hitch- 


ed up, took his wife and babies in the 
carriage and started out. They drove 
around for perhaps an hour or more and 
were going east on Sixteenth 
street. 


This is a dangerous place at the railway 
crossing, the Higgins factory building 
hiding a view of the tracks north. When 
Mr. Jorgcnson reached this crossing he 
did not hear the 8 o'clock passenger 
.rain coming at .high speed, and besides 
the gates were not down, the gateman 
apnrently having gone home 
for 
the 


night. Not realizing that there was dan- 
ger he drove upon the crossing and had 
got partly across when he was aware 
that the train was coming. 


Hurled Into the Air. 


It was too. late to get out of the way. 


There was a crash, the carriage and its 
occupants felt themselves being hurled 
through space and they dropped to the 
road with a thud. 
Mr. Jorgenaon hac 


been thrown out and possibly twenty 
feet in the air and struck hard, sustain- 
ing cuts and bruises and such interna 
injuries as to make him feel 
1 sick at his 


stomach. 
But he was able to get up 


nnd he ran to the wrecked vehicle anc 
injured horse, and- found his wife, am 
children mixed on top of the buggy anc 
he with many others, helped them ou 
and on their feet. 
Of course all were 


badly .frightened and shocked from the 
accid'ent. but strange to say Mrs, Jor 
"cnson and children were not hurt, 
O 


Able to Walk Home. 


Mr. Jorpcnson nnd his family were 


able to walk nnd after the wrecked car 
riage was hauled upon the platform ad 
joining Postal Station A, and the in 
jured horse hauled to one side, they wen 
to their home unassisted, but Mr. Jor 
gcnson wnlked with difficulty and snii 
he felt sore nnd ill. Dr. Nott wan sum 
moned and made an investigation am 
found that Mr. Jorgenson was sufTerin, 
./iore from nervous shock than injurie 
nnd after he slept Saturday night h 
,vas able to be around Sunday, as wa 
Mrs. Jorgenson and the children. 


Horse was Killed. 


The horse of Mr. Jorgenson, valucv 


at $800, hnd one of its legs broken nn 
was ordered killed. Two policemen fire 
eight or ten bullets into the head 
the bcnst before it wns dispatched. Th 
buggy worth $200 had both rear wheel 
wrecked.

POWERLESS BROTHER 


WAS CAUGHT BY UNDERTOW 


Dead Body'of Fourteen Year Old Lad 


Taken From Lake' a Short While Later 


—Youth Was Bright, Studious and In- 


dustrious—No Inquest Will Be Neces- 


sary. 


FOUR MAKERS OF QUEER

Secret Service Men Trace Work to Home 


of Desperate Donnerstag Brothers and 
Take Them Prisoners By Clever Ruse- 


Spurious Money Found. 


About 4 o'clock last Saturday after- 


noon, n. very s'ad drowning case happened 
in Lake -Michigan, five miles north of'the 
city, about 100 yards north of the Henry 
Glocde farm. The victim was John PC- 
turn, H year old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wonzcll Petura, residing in the town of 
Caledonia, near the five mile road, on the 
first road east of the -Milwaukee road. 


During the afternoon, the drowned boy, 


together with his brother Wcnzcll, de- 
cided to go bathing and, leaving home 
about 3 o'clock, started for the 
lake, 


which is about' a m'ile distant from their 
home, AVhcn quite ft ways from the edge 
of the water, the elder hoy ran ahead, 
undressing as he went. 


According to the younger boy. when 


he reached the water his brother had 
already stripped himself, and had dashed 
in, the lake being very rough. Just as he 
arrived at the water, his'brother sudden- 
ly let out several cries for help, and was 
carried under bv the heavy sea that was 
running. 


Ran for Help. 


Not being able to assist his brother by 


plunging in, the younger 
boy became 


completely bewildered, and dashed up the 
'bank, and to the home of Mr. and Mrs, 
John Januski, the lutter being an aunt 
of the boy, the first farm north of the 
Gloede place, and about a quarter-of a 
mile from the place where the boys went 
bathing.

Find Body in Waves.

south and soon saw the body of the boy 
as the waves were playing with it, toss- 
ing it back and forth a few yards from 
shore. 


Wading in the young men- grabbed it 


and carried it up tile bank, but the body 
had been in the water too long and life 
wns extinct. 


The father of the boy who was in 


town at the time of the accident was 
notified and came and took the body 
home in a. wagon. 
The boy attended 


school in Caledonia and assisted with 
the farm work in summer. What makes 
the accident particularly sad was that 
it happened in full view of his younger 
brother who was his constant playmate, 
and who is very much wrought up over 
the occurrence. 


The, 
coroner decided that no inquest 


would be necessary, and the funeral will 
take place Tuesday afternoon from the 
house in Caledonia, at 2 o'clock.

George B. Sterling, who wa.s arrested on 
July°30 on the Salisbury.golf links by 
Deputy Sheriff Brown of Nassau county 
after he had made n bet with Ephraim 
Hamm on the result of a game of golf 
about to be 'played; The bet was of a 
dozen golf balls valued at So' and a note 
of the .wager was entCTed on a card. 
After Hamm. had won the game and 
Sterling had paid the bet the latter was 
.put under arrest for violating the betting 
law.

In his decision the judge says: "The 


difference between ordinary betting and 
gambling is too plain to require words. 
An ordinary, brt is not ^ crime whether

Bleep shall I have in the 
twenty-four? 


This can be answered unhesitatingly in 
five words, "Aa much as you can." As 
tho period of sleep represents the time 
necessary to restore the oxygeu balance 
of the tissues, to recharge the battery, 
then obviously it must lant until that 
process has been completed, as attested 
by'thc familiar sense of "restcdnoss" and 
refreshment. 
"Co to sleep when you're 


tired, get up when you wake feeling rest- 
ed," contains the philosophy of the whole 
problem, wiya a writer in the American 
Magazine. 


Obviously, no hard and fast rule as to 


the number of hours 
required 
can be 


laid down. Just as 
individuals 
differ 


in the color of their hair and eyes, tho 
vigor of their appetites, their tendency 
to be fat or lean, so they differ ill the 
rapidity of their 
recuperation during 


sleep. 
As has been already mentioned, 


a few vigorous, 
energetic 
individuals 


ttfm able to recuperate with such rnpid- 
ity that as little iu-i four 
hours' sleep 


suffice? them. 


To mention a few notable instances, 


Frederick the llroat, Napoleon, and his 
conqueror, the Duke of Wellington, John 
Wesley, and in recent ycnra, Edison, the 
inventor, were able to refresh themselves 
somplftely within this 
time. 
On 
the 


other hand, anaemic and nervous indivi- 
duals may recuperate with such extreme 
nlowncss that 
thoy require ten, twelve 


or thirteen hours cf sleep properly to re- 
dress the balance. 


At a rough working average it may be 


stated that the majority of vigorous ad- 
ults require an average of about nine 
hours. 
Women require from 
half 
an 


hour to im hour more than men of their 
age. 
Any attempt to shorten this nec- 


essary period, whatever it may be. which 
can readily bo itscortained by 
each 
in- 


dividual fur himself by a brief period of 
intelligent experimentation, is not only 
irrational but suicidal. 


As a matter of fact, the average am- 


ount of sleep taken by most individuals 
is in the neighborhood of nine hours.— 
Cooking Club Magazine. 


Washing 
Flannels.—Avoid 
shrunken 


and harsh flannels by attention to a few 
simple "don'ts." Don't rub them on a

Use for Old Mantles.—Old incandescent

Each one 
should he saved as it is removed from 
the burner, and when a sufficient number 
have been collected they should he ground 
to a powder and applied briskly by me-

The wing of any fowl—duck, chicken 


or turkey.—is excellent to dtp into water 
and wash the leaves of house plants. 


Clean ivory by dipping the half of a 


lemon in salt and scouring the pieces; af- 
terward wash with warm soapsuds. 


Wet rust spots on clothing with toma- 


to juice and spread in the sunshine. Ee- 
pcat until the stains arc entirely remov- 
ed. 


Dissolve pipe clay in soft water whon 


washing a white linen waist, and see how 
much of an improvement it is over soap. 


A lump of alum dropped into 
the 


starch whilo hot will prevent starch 
from sticking to the irons. 


To prevent white fabrics such as tulle 


or silk or crepe becoming yellow whon 
packed away, sprinkle bits of white wax 
freely among the folds. 


Cut a groove along the side of the cork 


of a medicine bottle; put back

bottle, and it will be easy to count the

Fanning on Arid Land. 


Successful farming on arid land with- 


out artificial watering has been brought 
to the notice of the Agricultural Society 
of Germany, with an explanation of the 
method. 
.In Syria and Palestine, with 


practically no rain fronim April to Octo- 
ber, the fields in July have a flourishing 
abundance of watermelons, cucumbers, 
tomatoes and other products, and plants 
continue green and thriving until autumn 
The secret lies in so plowing that the 
winter rains are absorbed and retained in 
the subsoil. The plowing is shallow, av- 
eraging only 4 to 8 inches in depth, and 
after the full harvest it follows cadi 
heavy rain as soon as the ground begins 
to dry, the purpose being to keep a loose 
and friable surface to tnkc up the water 
and prevent its' evaporation into the air 
from the subsoil. In the spring the land 
is plowed co a depth of about 6 inches. 
The seed is dropped by the plow upon 
the moist subsoil and it is covered by 
the closing up of the loose soil. Protect- 
ed by the loose covering, the subsoil fur- 
ishes sufficient moisture for plant growth 
during the entire dry season.

of castile soap ground to a powder, half 
a dram of oil of bergnmot, and four drops 
of oil of bitter'almonds.

When washing pour 
a little of the meal into the hands, and 
use as soap, treating the face with it. 


Benzoin is an article 'frequently recom-

It is used 
to remove them because, being on astrin- 
gent, it temporarily tightens a

Met at Entrance to Executive's Grounds

Say Roosevelt is Not Receiving Visit- 


ors—English Suffragist Says They Will 


Return Later.

COIN COUNTING MACHINE, 


Apparatus in Bank of England 
Sorts, 


Counts and Stacks Money. 


A remarkable machine has been in- 


stalled for 
experimental 
purposes1 in 


the counting house of the Bank of F.ng- 
liinfl. 
It is the invention of a Swedish 


engineer. 
The. apparatus counts 
and 


sorts money into paper tubes or bags at 
the rate of 72,000 coins an hour. In the 
Bank of England fourteen expert cash- 
iers, working a-ll day long, arc able to 
count only ,f,Vi,000 in small silver coins. 
The new machine will do so in a fifth 
of the time. 


The apparatus is worked by electricity, 


and performs its task in un interesting 
way. A great bag of mixed coins is Jirst 
poured into a receptacle at the rear of 
the machine, and the operator takes his 
stand in front of it. 
The movement of 


R lever brings up a heaping trayful .of 
several hundred coins, which arc tipped 
over, by mechanical action. 
They, fall 


upon a polished metal plate. 
This is 


tilted downward and broken up by rais- 
ed metal rules into exactly a- hundred 
squares, which may be so altered in size 
that any desired coin, slipping into them, 
is held firmly in its place. 


As the coins fall upon the plutc, me- 


chanism hidden beneath it causes it to 
move rapidly to mid fro with u sieve 
like motion. The result is that, should it 
be arranged to abstract ni.vpenccs from 
a heap of larger coins, all the bigger 
coins, which fall upon the moving plato 
are in the space of a few seconds "sift- 
ed" off it and return to their original 
receptacle, .while in each of the hundred 
squares lies a sixpenny piece, liy me- 
chanism even more ingenious the hun- 
dred coins which have been caught on 
the plate travel through metal channels 
into paper tubes, and p.n> stacked, with- 
out the chanco of error, in twenties, for- 
ties or sixties. 


Founder of Quebec.

Quebec 'was held for three years by the 
English, «s surety for the dawry of 
Queen Henrietta Maria, the French prin- 
cess who 'became the wife of King Char- 
les I., and then was restored to French

known Territory, Party is Destroyed 
Just as Concluding

Successful 


Polar Expedition—Death Removes In 


telligent Traveler. 


COPENHAGEN, 
Aug. 6.—Mylium 


Erichson, the Danish explorer, has met 
death in the, far north. According to in 
formation just received in n telegram to 
the committee of the Denmark-Green 
land expedition, Erie.hsen and two of his 
companions that sailed with him fiom 
Copenhagen June 24., 190(i, to the unex- 
plored regions of the northeastern coast 
of Greenland, perished in a snow storm. 
The three men were on an expedition 
over the ice when 
disaster 
overtook 


them. 


Otherwise the 
exploring party -has 


been successful. 
Large tracts of 
un- 


known land have been mapped out and 
the entire northeastern coast of Green 
land has been charted. 


Perished of Exhaustion. 


A later telegram brings the Informa- 


tion that Eriehseii and his companions 
were on an ice floe when they were over- 
taken by the snow storm. The floe drift- 
ed out to sea. The provision? of the cx- 
pjorers soon became exhausted. 
They 


drifted for some days, growing weaker 
and weaker. 
When the floe was "finally 


driven back to land, the three men did 
not have sufficient strength to make the 
effort necessary to return to the station. 
They must have perished on the shore. 
The Esquimaux who brought in the news 
of the disaster arrived at the station in 
a dying condition and succumber imme- 
diately after making his report. 


Myliis liriehsen had devoted several 


years to the exploration of Greenland. 
His first expedition returned from that 
country in November 1904, after -two 
years and a half in the north. 
The ex- 


pedition that nailed 
from 
Copenhagen 


two years ago, was supported financially 
uy the Danish government and his plans 
had been approved by many societies of 
scientists including the American Geo- 
graphical society. On a former occasion 
Mr. Krichsen distinguished 
himself 
as 


the chief of a party which traversed the 
route across Melville Bay to the Cape 
York Esquimaux settlement, on the west 
coast of Greenland. Mr. Erichson planned 
on this last trip'and his was the most 
adventurous portion of his undertaking, 
to cross the Kternal Ice cap of Greenland 
at its broadest part by means of snow 
shoes, dog sledges and an automobile. He 
purposed to set out about March 100S, 
accompanied by one of his ftaff and two 
Greenlanders, belonging to the crew. Oth- 
er members of the expedition with ful- 
ly loaded sledges were to go with him 
the first third of th* journey. 
After 


leaving his companions Krichsen arid the 
three men he planned to take with him. 
were to proceed to the unknown ice dome 
of the interior, which rises at its highest 
to 10,000 feet above the sea level. This 
region is devoid of vegetation- and ani- 
mal Jife and here it is believed will be 
found one of the cold poles of the north- 
ern hemisphere. 
It is doubtful if man 


could live there in the coldest season. Un- 
der these circumstances the leader chose 
the months of March, April nnd May for 
Ills venture . It was probably on this 
trip that the explorer met his death.

THE CROSSING DANGEROUS 


Suit for Damages Against Railway Com- 


pany Seems Probable—Motorman Ad- 
mits Sounding No Whistle, But Ran? 


Gong—Speed 
Declared' to Be 
From 


20 to as Miles per Hour. 


An inquest held by 
Coroner 
Jonas 


Hoyle yesterday afternoon, in the case 
of John Lepow and John Soenfl, the Cal- 
edonia farmers, killed by a Milwaukee 
Electric Railway and Light Co., car at 
Ives, on Monday afternoon did not de- 
velop any remarkable facts in regard to 
the accident. 
It was shown that the 


crossing where the, men were hit and 
killed, is a most ' dangerous one, and 
that horses and wagons crossing at the 
point, are totally obscured from sight on 
account of a high board fence, trees and 
shrubbery. The main road leading up to 
the crossing is known as the .boulevard 
and is not used a great deal. Any per- 
son crossing at the point cannot see a 
car oortiing from the north a distance of 
over sixty ieet, and according to the tes- 
timony of eye witnesses, Lepow and 
Soens came upon the track and to all 
appearances were talking together and 
did not see the big car until it was »1 
most upon the wagon and then Soens 
leaped out, but was unable to get off 
the track before the car hit him, and 
Lepow remained, on the seat. 


There Was No Whistle. 


Evidence further proved that the whis 


tie of the car had not been sounded after 
it passed the four mile house, although 
a. number of crossings, 
entrances 
to 


farm houses, were passed. 
Instead of 


the car running at the rate of fourteen 
miles an hour, as reported at the time 
of the accident, it was running 
from 


twenty-two to twenty-five miles. Some 
of the witnesses said 25 miles and the 
motorman gave as his opinion that it 
was twenty-two miles and he admitted 
that he did not sound the whistle, but 
sounded the gong. 
There was no evi- 


dence to show where they came from 
nnd happened to drive down the boule- 
vard. After the motorman had given his 
evidence the conductor testified, but he 
knew very little about the accident, his 
first intimation of anything wrong be- 
ing when the motorman suddenly put on 
the air. He helped to pick up the bodies 
and there was objection on the part of 
a number of Italians, who believer] that 
Soens, who was alive, should not be re- 
moved to Racine, but allowed to die 
where he was. The men were quieted, 
however, and Soens was placed on the 
car and hurried toward Racine, but died 
within fifteen minutes. 


Will Be Damage Suit, 


Charles Kronzke, attorney at- law, was 


at the inquest, in the interests of rela- 
tives of the dead men and Attorney Wil- 
liam Thompson looked nfter the inter- 
ests of the railway company. The pres- 
ence of Mr. Krenzke justifies the belief 
that there will in all probability be a 
suit for damages against the railway 
company. 
The jury, however, in their 


verdict, did not blame either the rail- 
way employes Or the company, simply 
reviewing the fact that the men were 
killed and the surroundings of the cross- 
ing, which was classed as very dangerous, 
owing to a tight hoard fence, trees and 
shrubbery. They claim that the verdict 
ivas left open purposely. 


Here is the Verdict. 


The jury was closeted over half un 


hour after the testimony was all heard 
and discussed every detail of the acci- 
dent and here is the verdict they render- 
ed: 


"We find that John $oeiu and John 


Lepow came to their death upon the 
track of the T. M. E. R. and L. Co,, 
while crossing the tracks of the sail 
railway at Ives, in front of the Hotel 
Caledonia, at a point where the wagon 
road crosses the track at this point, by 


ing run down by a car approaching the 


crossing from the north, at this point. 
They were in a truck wagon drawn by a 
single horse. The crossing at this point 
s a, very dangerous one. The car was 
ipproaching from the north at a high 
rate of speed. Just north of this cross- 
ng is a high tight ooard fence and for

hanging the highway is a hedge and un- 
derbrush and trees overhanging the track 
so that it is impossible to locate an ap- 
proaching ear from the north for a. dis- 
tance of more than fifty feet from the 
west side of the highway which makes it 
a very dangerous crossing."

SENATOR ALLISON IS DEAD 


Veteran Legislator of Iowa, Aged 77, 


Has Been in Senate 35 Years—Was a' 


Native of Ohio.

apostolic benediction to the clergy and 
laity of New Yfirn. 


The Peter's pence offering brought by

The pope knew all about the celebra- 


tion of the New York diocese last April, 
and said:

the centennial was a most remarkable 
religious event. 'That is the result of a

at Venice in 100-2, remnrking: 


"It is quite different now from thiit
